I wanted to leave you a quick note regarding some information I left out of our meeting 
the other day. I kept feeling it was an important piece of the pu2zle in understanding why 
Steve was so adamant about my keeping our St Louis time a secret after and why he 
pursued me so much after with regards to telling me how special, beautiful, and 
meaningful I was to him. I didn't feel comfortable talking in front of Adkins about it, as 
this particular thing has happened to me once before a long time ago, and I've found men 
to be far from understanding when a woman goes to a man's hotel room and doesn't want 
or expect sex. When I returned to my hotel room after telling Joya and receiving a "get 
used to it." Steve talked to me a little while on the phone as I stated mentioning how I 
must be lonely since my breakup and how we both just wanted companionship. I told 
him I would come to his room to talk, after hearing his sob story about his failing 
marriage and miserable life, but just to talk. When I got there he immediately came after 
me physically. I told him to. stop several times, reminded him that that was not why I was 
there and if he didn't want to talk I should go. I attempted to leave, but he blocked the 
door, and then proceeded to push me up against it and put his hands up inside me. I 
asked him to stop but he continued and eventually I just stopped resisting. He then 
moved to the bed where he continued to force himself onto me for awhile, stating it was 
ok I didn't have to worry he had a vasectomy so I wouldn't get pregnant, until I begged 
him to stop cause I was in pain. Then he said he just wanted to rest his eyes for a minute 
and as soon as I saw he was asleep I ran out of there crying around 4am.

I was petrified of the whole situation and just wanted to go home, considering Joya 
didn't even want to hear about him asking me upstairs I knew if I said I went to his room 
she wouldn't listen when I told her what happened.

On Wednesday 08/1 9/09 I was dispatched to redacted for the report of a possible trespassing. 
Action Taken: 

Upon arrival I spoke with Marnl Phillips, who was visibly shaken. She explained that her husband, Stephen 
Phillips, has been having numerous affairs. Today when she arrived home she saw a woman parked in her 
dnveway. When Mami attempted to confront this woman, the unknown female drove off. The vehicle she drove in 
was described as a blue Prius. Mami then found a letter on the front door. 

The tetter, which was addressed to Mami, was from a woman who claimed to be having an affair with Stephen 
Phillips. The letter contained some personal information that the woman who authored it claimed was relayed to 
her by Stephen. This information included sporting activities which Marnl and Stephen's children were involved in. 
It also Included details on the status of the marriage and physical descriptions of Stephen's anatomy, which 
appeared to have been written for the purpose of proving the woman's claims. Judging from Mami's reaction while 
reading the letter on the phone to Stephen it appeared to be quite accurate. The letter was formatted in what 
looked to be a confession to Mami from the woman. 

Mami was advised nothing 
criminal had occurred at this time, and that this was a personal matter that she and Stephen would have to sort 
out. Marni understood and contacted a friend to keep her company.

ACTION TAKEN: 

This officer and Lt Wakeman went to REDACTED an 8/20/09 at approx. 1 300 hour to speak with Mr. 
Stephen Phillips regarding the incident from the night before. 

That Mr Phillips explained that around 7/13/09 he began a short sexual relationship wfth a Brooke Hundley 
whom also worked at ESPN. He explained that this affair occurred on three different occasions. That al the end 
of July Mr Phillips explained that he began to puB back from the relationship and that was met with disappointment 
from Hundley. Since then Brooke has made several telephone calls to Mr. Phillips and has approached him in 
person. He continues to reiterate that he is not Interested in a relationship any longer and that she needed to 
move on. That he explained that on August 16 she again text messaged Mr. PhiHips and requested to meet him in 
LA at he next assignment. She explained that she wanted to be with him one more time for closure. He told her 
that he would not meet with her again and she became upset and threatened to call his wife and tell her everything 
about their relationship. Later that afternoon he received a text message from Brooke Hundley explaining that he 
should caB his wife and tell her that she would be calling. Mrs Phillips was advised by Mr. Phillips and she chose 
to turn off her cell phone and unplug the phones in the house. Brooke left a voicemail which made both of the 
Phillips concerned. The message explained that Brooke and Mr. Phillips have been having a close personal 
relationship and that Brooke cared very deeply for Mr. Phillips. She added that Mr Phillips could not have both of 
them . He then added that on August 1 7 he was In LA for work and received text messages from Brooke again. 
The first message apologized for her actions the night before and another message wished him luck with his show 
that evening. He did not respond to either text message. 

Mr Phillips explained that on August 1 9, ha was working at ESPN studios In Bristol and Brooke walked up to 
him and delivered some mail to him around 1 600 hours. Neither exchanged any words. At approx 1900 hours he 
received a frantic phone call from his wife explaining that Brooke had showed up at their home in Wilton and was 
trying to deliver a tetter to Mrs Phillips. Brooke left the letter on the front door. Mr. Phillips left rnmediatery from 
work and came home to Wilton. When he got home he read the letter that Brooke had left. He was shacked of 
the details In the letter, material that he never told her and was confused how she could have obtained such 
personal information. Mr. Phillips was then informed by his 16 year ok) son, Ryan Phillips that Brooke had sent 
him an e-mail. They discovered that over the past several weeks Brooke had used a girls name from Ryan's 
school and created an e-maB account under that identity. She was then able to talk with Mr. Phillips sen to obtain 
more info about him. The most recent message explained that she was sorry and wanted to talk about the 
trespassing Incident that had occurred earlier. Her earlier emails indicated that she knew what Ryan drove and 
was going to come watch him al foolbalL Mr. Phillips explained that he Is concerned for his families well being. 

I asked Mr. Phillips If he wished to pursue this matter as a criminal investigation and he Indicated that he did. I 
told him that I would be back on Friday to obtain written statements from him, his wife, and his son. 

That I then returned to HQ and made telephone contact with Brooke Hundley. I Informed her (hat I was 
inquiring about the letter she left at the Phillips home and she Indicated that she knew what I was talking about I 
Informed her that at this point I would like to interview her and she explained that she was going on vacation and 
would contact me on Weds 8/26/09 when she returned. I also warned her that she is to have no contact In any 
way with the Phillips. She explained that she understood this.

As was discussed during two phone conversations with Donna Hricisko, during work for the All Star Game in 
St. Louis on July 13, 2009, Brooke Hundley approached you and informed you that ESPN talent Steve Phillips 
asked her to come to his room and offered her his room key. In your opinion Brooke did not appear to be upset 
by the offer and you thought she was just sharing the information. In response, you made the inappropriate 
comment 'This is television that's what happens it goes with the industry" and took no further action with 
respect to this urformation, including informing your supervisor and/or any member of Human Resources. 

After reflecting back on the information that Brooke shared with you relative to Steve Phillips, you felt you did 
not take the right approach. On My 16, 2009, during a going away party that was held in your honor due to the 
fact you were relocating to Charlotte you approached Brooke and apologized for not taking the information she 
shared with you seriously. 

You suggested to Brooke you should have brought it to Matt Sandulli and would do so if she wanted you to. 
Brooke never responded if she wanted you to serve it up to Management or not Brooke appeared she was not 
upset by your lack of action based on the information she told you relative to Steve Phillips. There has not been 
any further discussion between yourself and Brooke since you apologized to her and made the offer to report the 
incident to Management.

Preliminary results show HundleyB has accessed facebook quite a few times between the date ranges July 14 and Aug 
27 th . The scatter plot below shows dates (x-axis) and times (y-axis) we see traffic to facebook with the hundleyb 
account. 
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We also show access to facebook pages with "Phillips" in the facebook search criteria starting on Aug 11. Per the police 
report, http://www.nvpost.eom/r/nvpost/2009/10/21/news/photos stories/elder son statement.pdf , the chat 
account name of riotgirr4l'rfe is referenced, we don't see that account being used within the data we have yet, although 
we are still combing through logs. The Phillip's son states he received a "chat" on Aug 17, 5:30am in his statement to 
the police and it does not coincide with her access logs of that day. The earliest we show her logging into our network 
that particular day was 5:46 am. 

We have found evidence that she has a hotmail account with a display name of "Kelly" which may coincide with the 
"Kelly Burns" alias/Craiglist event listed here: 

http://www.nvpost.eom/p/sports/mets/loonv lover brooke hundlev used 6LYpJb0go7ymKMwTvZOlPI 
More to come. She's definitely used equipment here as it relates to the Phillips events. I'll give you a call.

After going through the police logs, statements found on nypost.com's website, and going through our own systems, we've 
tried to piece together what she may have done or said from our logs. Our very "detailed" information leak systems can 
only store about a months worth of data, so we've missed most of the transactions that occurred in August (if they went 
through our systems at all). We have logs that go back much further, but do not show us what content may have been in 
the interactions, just that they occurred and in some cases, have only summary information. 

Items that jump out at me: 

• Facebook activity ajid Phillips family searches on Aug 1 1 , a week prior to son admits sharing information with a 
classmate (aka Brooke). 

• Brookes machine has evidence of a hotmail account with a display name of "Kelly". Perhaps the same Kelly Bums 
that solicited Craigslist material, or posing as a Kelly from Wilton high, as that hotmail account received a facebook 
friend addin from a Katerina Wajda on Sep 9 who has a facebook page indicating she is a Wilton High School student. 

• Remnant links or shortcuts found on her computer that indicate. Brooke uses an external thumb or flash drive and 
created/stored documents relevant to the Phillips case on it. 

• Brooke has shown an interest in "hacking facebook" as illustrated in a remnant cached web file on that subject. 

• During the month of October/she has solicited three jobs outside ESPN. YES network, Diamondbacks, and Disney 
as a manager of corporate communications. 

The supporting information is below. Sorry, no evidence of the "he said she said" in black in white. There is a rumor going 
around production that IT has no visibility into sms texting, and that much of the nefarious communique uses sms texting 
for that reason. They would be correct. None of those transactions go through our systems. That material can be 
obtained from AT&T and other wireless providers with legal pressure. The texting referenced might be using that platform 
It would be interesting to know for sure if that were the case. 



Supporting information: 

Logs going back to July and August are summary in nature. Such is the case with the facebook transactions. It appears 
Brooke uses facebook quite a bit, but did not start searching the Phillips on it until Aug 1 1th (of which there is quite a bit). 
The son in his statement said to the best of his recollection, Brooke had been reaching out to him about 3 weeks prior to 
his 8/21 statement. Then shortly after that he was approached by a "classmate" aka Brooke, but there is no specific dates. 

This is the graph that shows the times Brook accessed facebook between the dates of July 14 to Aug 27th. the scatter 
plot shows the dates (x-axis) and times (y-axis) the hundleyb account connected with Facebook.com. 
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The Phillip's son states he received a "chat" on Aug 17, 5:30am in his statement to the police and it does not coincide 
with her access logs of that day. The earliest we show her logging into our network that particular day was 5:46 am. 
We believe she lives close to work an may have done the "chat" at home before logging into work that day. 

After looking at her machine, we found "shortcuts" or remnant links which appears Brooke used an external flash or thumb 
drive (E:) to create and store documents that may be related to the Phillips case:

Items of note are correspondence from facebook, a relative (?) Brett Hundley, a subscription to match.com. Since this is 
merely a graphic remnant, we don't have the actual documents. 

The last message received Is from Katarina Wajda, who just happens to be a student at Wilton High School.
